The objects were lit up but with no lights. Observer 
said he thought the moon must have been below the moun- 
tains throwing light and also that the light from 
washington Boulevard might have been lighting the 
objects. 

The objects were estimated to be at an elevation of | 
about a thousand feet.

WX Canditiors: it was fairly light out. Stars and faint outline 
of mountains could be seen by witness. At 9:30, the 
witness looked at his watch and at the same time 
noticed heavy white clouds moving in from the North- 
vest. They completely covered the area ina few 
minutes, Witness stated that if any odor accompanied 
the objects, it would have been blown away ranidly. 


Optical Aid: Observer wears glasses but did not have them on at 
the time of the sighting, He has vision of 30-40
